Tactics That Brought 
Victory in China 


| PRAGUE 
By New China News Agency | 

THE REASONS for the victory of the Chinese 
working class and the Chinese people are devel- 
oped in a report delivered by Li San, vice pres- 
ident of the All-China Federation of Labor, to the 
trade union conference of Asian and Australian 
countries. 

First, says Li, the Chinese workers won the 

ts’ support by organizing the agrarian revo- 
utionary s . In addition, unity was achieved 
with the masses of the petty bourgeoisie in 
the cities, especially with the revolutionary intelli- 
gentsia, who in backward countries play a par- 
ticularly important role. 

Finally, Li points out, the building of a 
national united front involved differentiating be- 
tween the national] bourgeoisie and the comprador 

bourgeoisie who capitulates to imperialism.

THE SECOND REASON for victory, states Li 
San, is the teaching of Stalin that the, “character- 
istic ancl merit of the Chinese revolution is that it 
is an arined revolution against the armed counter- 


revolution.” After the failure of the first great . 


revolution of 1925-1927, many activists fled to 
the countryside, and in doing so they built up 
small forces which developed in 20 years of guer- 
rilla warfare into the Peonle’s Liberation Army. 
Furthermore, in the revolutionary areas, pro- 
duction centers were set up to support the fighters, 
who were constantly reinforced by the best = 
of cadres deliberately sent to join the forces from 
the cities where the white terror was raging. In 
this way the leadership of the was strength- 


ened and the cadres preserved. Those revolution-’ 


ary cadres who stayed inadvisably in the cities 
were wiped out. | 
When about to take the city the revolutionary 
workers emerged sa 8 the open and protected the 
factories.

not be allowed to teach’ in the 
public schools. And they say, in 
the words of the Tribune, that 
“the search for a better answer 
(than the Feinberg Law-MG) 
will have to go on,” though they 
find that answer .highly elusive. 
They confess Justice Schirick’s 
decision was correct because the 
Feinberg Law went “toe far.” 


The dictum that Communists
